1 it is expedient to encourage the Confumption of PteamUv 
. I' 2SI Malt Liquor, in Ireland : 

TBe it therefore Cnafteo by the IC I NG's Moll Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the Authority 
of the fame. That whenever it {hall be made appear in manner hereinafter Bounty to Re- 
mentioned, that any per foil in Ireland licenfed to fell Spirituous Liquors tailerof Spi-- 
Wine Beer Ale and Cyder by retail, has fold by 'retail within the quarter B^ feUu!§ 
of a year preceding in or at the houfe or houfes wherein- fuch perfons fhall 
have been fo licenfed. Strong Beer Ale or Porter (bought by him at a price 
not lefs than Thirty Shillings for every barrel containing -forty-two 
gallons over and above all allowances and deductions whatever) in the 
proportion of not lefs than one fuch barrel of Strong Beer Ale or Porter 

2 for every four gallons of Spirituous Liquors ‘fold therein or . therefrom 
during fuch quarter of a year, every fuch Retailer fhall be entitled to and 
fhall receive in manner hereinafter mentioned, a Bounty .’after the fate of 
Three Shillings and Four-pence for every fuch barrel of Strong Beer Ale 
or. Porter lo fold by retail as aforefaid. 

And* be it further Enabled, That every licenfed Retailer -who fhalL claim Brewer's Ac- 
l any Bounty for the fale of Beer Ale or Porter under this Ably (hall within co ,“ nt to be 
Seven days after the reljpe&ive Quarters ending on the twenty-ninth day of officer** 1 
September one thouf and eight hundred and ten, and the twenty-fifth day of 
December one thouland eight hundred and ten, and alfb within Seven days 
•after the relpebtive Quarters ending on the twenty-fifth day of March, the 
twenty- fourth day of June, the twenty-ninth day of September, and the 
twenty-fifth day of December in each and every year during the 'Continuance 
of this A bt, deliver to the Officer keeping an -Account of the Stock-of fuch 
Retailer, to be by him delivered over to the Collector of the DifMiT,-- an- 
il 0 8. A Account 
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Accountligned 'by each 'Brewer or other .perfon or perfon 3 respectively from 
whom fuch Retailer lhall have pure haled any Strong Beer Ale or Porter, 
which fhall have been lent into tne Stock of fuch Retailer in the courle of 
liich 'Quarter; and every fuch Account fhall fpecify the quantity and price 
over and above all allowances and deductions of all fuch Beer Ale or 
Porter, and the feveral kinds thereof fold and delivered by any and every 
fuch Breweror other perfon to luch Retailer, and the date when every barrel 
or other vefiel containing the fame was id delivered ; and every luch Re- - 
'.toiler fhall atrthe lame time deliver to liich Officer an Account Rating the 
quantity ,of luch Beer Ale or Porter and of Spirituous Liquors fold by 
.retail by fuch Retailer within fuch Quarter, and tbe Stock thereof remain- 
ing unfold on the la-ft -day of liich Quarter, the truth of all or any of which 
leveral Accounts' fhall, if required by the Collector of Excile, be verified 
;hy the affidavit or examination upon oath of fuch Brewers or Sellers of 
Beer and by luch Retailers refpeftively, which oath every fuch Collector 
-is hereby authorized to adminifter. 

Giricersskeep- And be 'it Further Enacted, That it fhall be lawful for the Officer of 
Excife keeping .an Account of the Stock of Spirituous Liquors Beer Ale 
and Porter contained in any houfe warehoufe ffiop or other place of any 
rits ami Beer Rich Retailer, to examine as often as he fhall deem it neceffary the Stock 
liveied to the of -Strong Beer Ale or Porter and the Stock of Spirits belonging to fuch 
Collector of Retailer and the increafe and decreale and the quantities thereof; and fuch 
aiaU 'certify Officer fhall at the time when he fhall deliver to the Collector the Accounts 
the fame, and - received by him as aforelaid from any Retailer, deliver alfo to fuch 
order the . Collector an Account of all Spirits which he fhall have entered as received 
paid!^ -by fuchRetai'er durihg .the Quarter, with the Stock remaining on hand, and 

the decreale which lhall appear in liich Spirits during the Quarter upon 4 
deducing the quantity in Stock at the end of luch Quarter from the total 
amount of the Stock, at. the commencement thereof, and of Spirits received 
during the Quarter fhall be. conlidered to be the quantity of Spirits fold by 
retail during luch Quarter,, and the Collector lhall proceed without any 
unneceirary delay, after afcertaining the quantities of Spirits lold, to determine 
the proportion which the Strong Beer Ale or Porter bears to the Spirits 
fold within fuch Quarter; and if on fuch determination it fhall appear that 
•the quantity of Spirits lold in any inch Quarter lhall exceed the proportion 
.of four gallons of Spirits to every barrel containing forty-two gallons of 
.Strong B?er Ale or Porter, or if the Stock of Spirits included in fuch 
.Account lhall not appear to have been or to be fully and fairly protected by 
legal Permit or Certilicate, or if any fuch R etailer lhall refufe to be examined 
■upon oath by fuch Collector in . manner herein enabled, liich Retailer fhall 
not be entitled to receive the Bounty aforelaid; but if it lhall appear that 
-the quantity of Spirits lo fold lhall not exceed luch proportions aforelaid, 
and the whole of luch Spirits lhall be lb protected, fuch Collector lhall give 
to luch Retailer a Certificate under his hand of the amount of the Spirituous 
Liquors Strong Beer Ale and Porter fo fold by retail bv fuch Retailer 
within the Quarter preceding, ending on the days refpeftively before- 
mentioned, and of .the amount of Bounty payable after the rate of Three j 
‘Shillings and Four-pence per barrel to fuch Retailer by virtue. of this Aft; 
and upon the production of fuch Certificate to the Commiffioners of Inland 
Excile and Taxes, it fhall be lawful for the laid Commiffioners or any 
Three of them, and they are hereby required, in cafe they lhall be latisfied 
of the truth of fuch Certificate, forthwith to pay or caufe to be paid, out of 
any Revenues under their management, fuch Bounty to fuch Retailer or to 
any perfon whom luch Retailer lhall by indorfement on luch Certificate 
authorize to receive the fame.

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Provided always, and' be it Enabled, That if the Collector Khali fee caufe C 
.to tufpebl that more Spirits have been told by retail by any fuch Retailer q 
than fhall appear by fuch Accounts, or that fuel? Retailer has included s 
in his Account any Beer not fold by him by retail, or fold by him otherwife “ 
than by retail, it Hi all be lawful for fuch Colleblor to make inch enquiries p 
as to the .fame as fuch Colleblor Khali think fit and proper, and to iatisfy » 
himfelf of the. truth of fuch enquiries bv the oath of fuch Retailer, or by £ 
the oath or oaths of -any other perfon or perfons, and if fuch Colleblor 
Khali be fatisfied that Spirits have been told by fuch Retailer in a greater 
proportion than four gallons of Spirits for every barrel of Beer, or that any 
Beer .included in the Account of fuch Retailer was not fold by him by 
retail, or .was fold by him otherwife than by retail, it fhall be lawful for 
foch Colleblcr and he is hereby required to refufe to grant any Cei tifi- 
-cate to fuch Retailer, and fuch Retailer (hall not be entitled to any Bounty 
under this Act. 

And he it further Enabled, That it fhall and may be lawful: for the faid t 
'Commiffioners of- Inland Excife and Taxes or any Three of them, from ' 
time rto time to make fuch further and other Rules Orders and Regulations J 
with refpebt to the payment of the Bounties by this A£1 given, and for the | 
preventing of frauds "in the obtaining thereof, as the faid Commiffioners 
or any Three of them (hall think fitting and expedient: Provided always, 
that inch Rules Orders and Regulations fhall be approved of by the Lord 
High Treaiurer cf Ireland or any Three of the Commiffioners for executing 
:.the“ office of Lord High Treaiurer for the time being ; and all fuch Rules 
■Orders and Regulations, when fo made and approved, Khali be obeyed and 
■complied with by all perfons claiming fuch Bounties, and that no fuch 
Bounties Khali be" paid to any perfon or perfons neglebtiiig or refilling to 
comply with fuch Rules Orders and Regulations when fo made and 
approved in manner, aforefaid. 



And be it further Enabled, That every perfon licenfed to brew Strong Rrevwnto 

7 Beer Porter Ale or Small Beer for fale, in Ireland, (hall, within twenty-one 

days after the Quarter ending on the twenty-fourth day of June one of liter Wit 
thoufand eight hundred and ten, and in like manner within twenty-one b J tbcra - 
days next after the Quarter ending on the twenty-ninth day of Septem- 
ber, and the twentv-fifth day of December one thoufand eight hundred 
and ten, and the twenty-fifth day of March one. thoufand eight hundred 
and eleven, and within twenty-one days after the like Quarter-days in each 
and every year after the paffing of this Abt, rhake out and deliver at the 
Excife Office of the Diftricl within which fuch Brewer (hall be licenfed, 
a full and true Account in foch form as fhall be direbted' by the 
Commiffioners of Inland Excife and Taxes in Ireland, Rating the total 
quantity of Strong Beer Ale Porter and Small Beer refpeflively fold 
within; the Quarter preceding, ending on each of the days aforefaid by 
fuch Brewer, and delivered or configned to each and every perfon wbat- 
fbev'er in Ireland or for exportation, to whom fuch Brewer or other per- 
fon (hall have fold Strong Beer Ale Porter or Small Beer within foch 
Quarter, diftinguifhing the names places of residence trade and profeffion 
of every perfon to whom foch Beer (hall have been fo fold and delivered or 
configned, the price of all fuch Beer Ale and Porter refpeaively which 

8 Khali have been fold to Retailers ; and if fuch perfons to whom foch Beer 
(hall be fo fold Khali live in any city or town in Ireland, the ftreet fquare 
lane or place in which fuch perfon fhall refide, and fuch Brewer or fome 
Clerk or Manager of fuch Brewer to be appointed by him for that pur- 
pofe, fhall make oath or affirmation (in cafe of a known Quaker) to the

- fliall not be delivered within the faid fpace of twenty-one days after the 
end of ally Quarter ending on the days before mentioned, or fliall not be 
fworn or affirmed to if required, the Brewer by whom or on whole behalf 
fuch Account ought to have been delivered or fworn or affirmed to as 
aforefaid, (hall forfeit the fum of Fifty Pounds: Provided always, that 
whenever any fuch Brewer fliall appoint any Clerk or Manager to make 
any fuch oath or affirmation, fuch appointment (hall be in writing and 
figned by. fuch Brewer, and delivered to the ColleSor of Excife of the 
Diilria, and no Clerk or Manager of fuch Brewer not fo appointed fliall 
be admitted to make any fuch oath or affirmation ; any thiiio- hereinbefore 
.contained to the contrary notwithftanding. 

King And be il further Enabled, That if any perfon fliall in any affidavit or , 
falftlyy guilty ■ a ffi iina tip ii required to be made -by this A ct fwear or affirm fallely, every 
nf r.-rory: fitch: perfon fliall be fubjebt to the pains and penalties of Perjury, accord- 
ing to the laws in force in Ireland, and fliall alfo forfeit all fuch Bounty 
and Bounties,-;and film and films of Money, as fuch perfon orperfons would 
have been entitled unto in confequence of any fuch affidavit or affirma- 
.tion in .qafe. the' fame. had. been true. 
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
